i\ Wlh CUrenco Bplering and hla fam« 
V*lly dednltelr removed (rom the Hick- 
ory Cbrnora Methodist church, mom- 
tiers of tho pariah are planning to hold 
B chicken dinner aa an Introduction 
•^ to a religious revival as aoon aa the 
pariah la rcgorganltcd and the church 
In condition. SUty-nve members have 
tieen pledged to attend. 

After "aquatllng" In the church for 
about five months, Bplerlnj? was lorced 
to vacate Tuesday, when Attorney O. 
•^ Snydor and Deputy Sheriff John Proe- 
llch, armed with a writ of rcatltutlon. 
appeared on the aceno and demanded 
the keys to the church. 

Splering. reallilng that further op- 
position was .uaolesB, meekly surren- 
dered, and moved his family to a barn 
just across the road. 

Flics Suit of 110,000. 
Splering apparently believed that he 
fltlll had a chance on Saturday, when 
he nied suit for $10,000 dfimages 
against Prank Edwards, Emmott King 
and Harry TUIotson, church tnisteea; 
because of actions taken during tho 
summer by the trustees to oust Spler- 
ing from the church. 

Judge Ralph Dady Monday decreed 
ttiat Splering muH vacate the church 
and relinquish tho keys, aa ho had 
failed to post bond Friday to cover 
the appeal of the case to a higher 
court. Splering waa ordered by Dady 
to Tacato the church when action was 
brought agnlnet him In a forcible en- 
try and detainer suit. 

Haira taaue Statamtnt.

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"In 1890 Benjamin Wlllard Amoa 
and his wife deeded a comer, 8 ro*1a 
squAre, of their form for a now church 
slirto tho trustees of the Hickory 
Methodist EphM»pal church and their 
successors, until they ahould disband. 
■When no longer used for church pur- 
poses It was to revert to the heirs of 
the original owner of tho farm. This 
deed was glvpn for » conslderaUon ot 
110 and waa recorded at the Lako 
county court Iwuso In Waukegan. 

The remainder of tho farm, the 
statement continues, waa deeded In 
1902 to tho Junior Benjamin W. Ames 
vho later traded It to Louis Volgt of 
Chicago, who In turn traded It to 
Ejnor Olsen. „ , 

On January, 1928, Clarence H. Spler- 
ing and wife traded Chicago property 
for the Amea farm, the heirs say. and 
hla home burned on February 15, 1931, 
and he and his fomUy moved- Into tho 
church on February 26, 1931.

Rhodes was imarrled to his Antloch 
wife some four years ago. He la al- 
leged io have entered Into hla second 
matrimonial venture last Januat}' 
without tho formality of obtaining a 
divorce from hla first wife. After ha.v- 
Ing obtained money from bis father 
on the pretext that ho was going to 
the Mayo clinic, Rhodes. It la alleged. 
Indulged In a second honeymoon trip 
with a Chicago widow, mother of four 
children. * "- 

Revelations following the vlalt of 
the aocond Mra. Rhodes led to quick 
action In the lasulng the warrant and 
the dtaappearance of the man' who had 
one too many wives. 

About ten daya ago, Rhodes disap- 
peared, Uking with him hla father's 
car and a aum of money, and waa ab- 
sent for several daya. It was upon his 
return here that events happened 
loading to the disclosure.

Only organized effort can make progress against the 
increasing danger of our highways. The incompetent and 
the reckfcss have become genuine menaces to the lives 
and property of all. The sad toll of deaths and injuries 
mounts day by day, in spite of modernization of trajfic 
laws in many states. 

We must, through rigorous examination, make sure 
that the driver is capable of safely operating a car. Then 
we must, through "Save-a-Lifc" campaigns or similar 
movements, make sure that the car he drives is mechani- 
cally safe. Thereafter the problem comes down, to indi- 
vidual responsibility and understanding. Education must 
be unremitting. The motorist, as an individual, must ac- 
cept the responsibility that is his when he uses the public 
highways. 

Automobiles cose more lives than wars. At a time 
when all the enlightened nations of the world arc work- 
ing for peace, it might likewise be well for them to con- 
centrate on peacetime public safety.

THE HITCH HiKlNG PROBLEM 
(Editorial, Paris, Illinois, Beacon-News) 

Unthinking motorists are adding Co cities' social prob- 
lems by encouraging the hitch hiker. The good-hearted 
motorist who responds to the "thumbing" of the nomad 
is incurring for himself'thc usual risks and at the same 
time increasing the unemployment problem; 

Unfortunately most of the action taken toward solu- 
tion of the problem has been directed against the hitch 
hiker rathen^-than the motorist. Frederick W. Hinklc, 
prcsidcntof .the Travclen Aid society, recently said: "En- 
couraged by the possibility of free rides, girls and boys, 
and men and women, start cue from home, in many in- 
stances without funds, to see the world and to have an 
extended vacation. After a few months of successful 
hitch hiking they are generally confirmed vagrants.' . . . 
In time most of these nomads become burdens to every 
city in which they land." 

Some cities have attacked the problem by restricting 
assistance of the unemployed by furnishing relief arid em- 
ployment to bonafide residents only. This removes the 
appeal of the city as a possibility for a job to the unem- 
ployed hitch hiker. 

Other cities have made it a misdemeanor cither to ask 
for or to give a ride inude the city limits. News stories 
telling of motorists being held liable for injuries received 
by free riders should tend to make the motorists less "big- 
hearted," it would seem. 

But, if motorists can't see the advocacy of discourag- 
ing hitch hiking from a standpoint of sclf*intcrc$t, more 
state laws may be necessar)-. The hitch hikers apparently 
are impervious to warnings that it is better for them to 
remain in their home towns where they are known and 
the possibilities of receiving assistance and finding jobs 
arc more favorable.

Soups, 
for example, with a few toasted 
croutons, or a sprinkling of par- 
sley, depending on the kind of 
soup, tako on added delicacy. 

Salads present probably the 
most oppoiidnltles for tasteful and 
tasty appearance. Even In the 



winter months, when It la dlffl- 
cult to get green things Into the . 
menu and when fresb, colorful 
vegetabloa aro not readily available, 
tho housowlfo has a wide choice 
of salads mado with flavored gels* 
tins In several colors, and pro- 
pared with canned fralts and vege- 
tables of many kinds and huea. 

It Is easy, too, to make desserts 
attractive. Whipped cream, merin- 
gue, coconut, sauces, froatlngs and 
other decorative and tasty addl* 
tlons give an Inflnlto variety of 
attractive touches. 

Dut moats, unlike soups and 
salads and desserts, are • regarded 
as dlfllcaU to dress np. Although 
the roast suckling pig, with tho 
decorative red apple In his mouth, 
Is not being served these days, 
we can still give the meat dish' 
the simple touch that's like a rib- 
bon on a party dress. 

PIcklsa for Qarnlshes 
Pickles, dill or sweet or mixed, 
or of the mustard variety, sliced 
or whole, are offoctlvo when 
served with meat on the same 
platter. Their greenery serves as, 
an attractive garnish, and their' 
piquant tastlness adds xest to the 
whole meal. 

Another simple way to make 
meats attractive Is to serve vege- 
tables on the platter with them. 
Boiled potatoes, halved or quar- 
tered lengthwise and served with 
their rounded sides out, go well 
when they fence In a savory steak 
or roast. 

Sweet potatoes, sliced length- 
wise, make a good-looking dish 
flanking a slice of baked ham or 
a ham roast Cauliflower, par- 
snips, carrots, spinach, broccoli and 
other vegetables may be used In 
numberless similar ways to adorm 
the neffleeted meat dlah.

Bablos} are apt to become fussy and 
sick In hot woather, and Clio first 
thought of many mothers la to rtm to 
tho (nuMllclno cabinet, take down some 
aupposodly rollablo remedy, and dcse 
the child with It. . 

But wbut of these drugs? The old 
favorite, castor oil, should riot be giv- 
en to babies according to Dr. Tlamsey, 
as It Is a real Irritant to the Intest- 
inal tract. Properly fed bablos should 
never requtro cathartics excopt In 
cases of extreme illness. 

Avoid Harmful Drugs. 

Colic Is another namo for over-feed- 
ing and Instead of relieving tho Infant 
with harmful dmgs, which may con- 
tain tincture of opium, It Is bolter to 
regulate the amount of food given the 
child. 

Fever medicines Dr. Romsoy de- 
clares should not be given, except un- 
der the direction of a physician. He 
advisee bathing with cool water as a 
safer moans of lowering tho tempera- 
ture, which moy have boon caused by 
overfoedlng. excessive heat and cloth- 
ing, or an Infection. 

In cases of mild Indigestion, it la 
best to see tbat tho child Is receiving 
tho proper combination of foods, with 
sufficient roughage, and not too many 
sweets. A simple cathartic, such as 
milk of magnesia, has boon found 
helpful for acute Indigestion or Infec- 
tion. 

Some Drugs Helpful. 

Dr. Hamsoy recommends Iodine or 
morcurochrome for ekln abrasions^ 
Iron for simple anaemia, quinine for 
preventing and treating malaria, and 
symp of Ipecac for spasmodic croup. 
Bronchitis or Infections of the air 
passages may bo treated by Inhaling 
steam to which Is added a teaspoon- 
ful of ttnoture of benzoin to a quart of 
water.

Picnics may be enjoyed by every- 
one in tho party, and usually are. but 
there are times when mothera wonder 
hopelessly what to prepare for the 
next lunch that will be appetizing and 
different.

Canned fooda, such as 
aordlnos, poas, com, salmon or potted 
moats are good sorvod cold, directly 
from tho can. although on a camping 
trip thoy may be heated. 

Sandwiches, or barbecues, deviled 
or hard-twiled eggs, potato salad or 
molded fruit or vegetable salads, fruit, 
cakes or cookies, and a beverage will 
bo sufficient for an ordinary picnic 
lunch.

Spread the other lightly with orange 
marmalade and combine the two. 

Main Dish for Camping — Savory 
Baked Beans: Chop ono onion, add 
one-half pound of hamburger steak, 
and brown In tft*o tablespoons fat Add 
ono can tomato soup, one can of oven- 
baked beans and salt to taste. Heat 
thoroughly and serve plain or over 
slices of brown bread. . 

Deviled Eggs for Six. 
6 bard cooked eggs 
3 tablespoons, minced sweet pepper 
Salt and cayenne 
6 tablespoons grated cream cheese 

1 tablespoon molted butter
